The amendment filed on 02 June 2004 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non- 
elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because they 
are drawn to non-elected inventions of either a method or a device made by (and/or measured with) a specific method. The elected 
invention is drawn to a device without any dependence upon any method. Please note that the originally presented claims determine 
the invention elected by the Applicant in the Application and in any RCE [MPEP 8 18.02(a)]. Please also note that methods are a 
different category of invention (as opposed to device), so claims containing limitations to both device structure and method steps are 
generally considered indefinite.
